That foxes still exist in the sur­ 
rounding mountains is shown by the 
fact that one walked into the small 
game trap set east of Rouzerville this 
week, by William Sanders, a Rouzer­ 
ville resident, but this one is perhaps 
the first seen or caught in this sec­ 
tion for the past number of years. 
Mr. Sanders has been placing small 
game traps in the mountains during 
the past several months and on a re­ 
cent morning this week, while mak­ 
ing his rounds through the woods he 
saw the fox, a gray one, being held 
by its front foot in the jaws of the 
trap. 
It was a fine species of gray 
fox but was very poor and perhaps 
only took its last chance to get some­ 
thing to eat from a trap. 
lf it would have 
had its 
usual 
strength, it could have freed its leg 
from the weak trap which is only sup­ 
posed to hold minx, ’possum or other 
small game, but the trapper found it 
too weak tx) offer much resistance. 
The past month or so has been es­ 
pecially severe on mountain game. The 
ground has been covered with snow 
and ice for so long that animals have 
no means of foraging unless they visit 
henneries which are, in most cases, 
too well protected against such raid­ 
ers.

SEIZURE OF HOUSEWIVES’

The government has never consid­ 
ered any plan of seizing foodstuffs 
owned hy householder*. 
Nor is there 
any policy of this kind suggested for 
the future.

States food administration has been 
obliged repeatedly to Issue official de­ 
nials of rumors that the government 
intends commandeering preserves and 
canned goods put up in American 
homes. 
These rumors were originated partly

who 
sought to profit through buying from 
misinformed housewives.

And they are assuring all patriotic 
housewives that foods so saved are 
theirs, and theirs alone.
